SGommittee Appointed to Formulate a Plan

Adout 200 representatives of Democratic 
Sampaign organizations of the State 
®oming from about sixty counties, re- 
sponded tothe call by the State Democratic 
Committee for a conference at Entertain- 
ment Hall this morning. The call was based 
upon the committee’s expressedopinion that 
@ special effort to harmonize the divided 
factions of the party in the State was neces- 
sary to success. The State Committee was 
represented as follows: 

First District, Col. J. H. Carroll; Second 
District, E. Harber, proxy for Robt. Dozier; 
Third District, J. B. Thomas; Fifth District, 
W. B. Teasdale; Sixth District, Harvey W.

District, Fred Zeibig; Eleventh District, E. 
A. Noonan; Twelfth District, C. C. Mafntt, 
Chairman; Thirteenth District, Henry 
Rogier; Fourteenth District, Henry Rozier; 
Fifteenth District, Thos. Coanor. 

Jenkins of the Fourth{District was absent 
Without a proxy, and F. A. Hunter of the 
Eighth District 1< dead. 

Before the conference came to order there 
Was apparent among the country delegates a 
feeling af disapproval of the date of the con- 
Vention,and while none actually declared for 
a change, it was shown that they expected 
many concessions on the strength of it. 
There was also manifest a decided sentiment 
against the slightest formal indorsement of 
the Cleveland administration and many pre- 
dicted that if such an indorsement were pro- 
posed the convention would most forcibly 
express its disapproval. 

The State Committee held a preliminary 
Meeting at the Laclede Hotel and heard 
opinions on the subject of changing the date 
of the State convention, called for 
May 15, but the sentiment in that 
direction was not largely represented before 
the committee and the date was not 
changed. 

CALLED TO ORDER. 

The conference was called to order a little 
after lio’clock by ChairmanjMamitt. 

Mr. Matt opened his brief address with 
the statement that the Democratic State 
Committee had called together the chair. 
man ofthe subordinate committees of the 
State to confer coneerning the condition of 
the party in different localities, adopt ruleg 
for party government, solidify and perfect 
party organization har-

Only half of the State Committee were 
upon the platform when Mr. Watt called 
the meeting to order. The most conspicuous 
were Salmon, Noonan aud Sherwood, who 


occupied chairs together on the front row. 
The first order of business was the calling 
of the districts and counties. It was first 
attempted to have the names announced 
from the fioor, but this plan was 
abandoned and after a discussion 
of the best means of making the enrollment, 
it was decided to have the names sent up to 
the platform bythe Chairmen of the Con- 
ressional delegations. Mr. ©. C. Fogel of 
Senuyler proposed to let all Democrats par- 
ticipate and all Republicans get out,“ and 
the suggestion was laughed at, but not 
opted.

DISSEN ad 7ROM THE TEACHING OF 
SATOLLI ON CERTAIN POINTS. 


Says That the Pesition That Bishops 
Cannot Be Brought Before Secular 
Courts Is False Doctrine for This 
Country—Attacks Those Who Hit Him 
When Down. 


In this week’s issue of the Western Watch- 
man, under the heading ‘‘A Letter From Fr. 
Phelan,’’ is the editor’s reply to last Sun- 
day’s denunciation by Archbishop Kain. 
The reply covers three columns and says ia 
part: 

On Sunday last a letter of Archbishop 
Kain, administrator of this dfoese, was read 
inallthe churches, in which the Catholic 
people under his jurisdiction were informed, 
among other things, that the Watchman was a 
paper unfit to circulate among Catholics and 
dang rous to their faith. It will not do for 
us to remain silent under so terrible an 
arraig§., ment. Silence would be the most em- 
phatic way of expressing contempt; but’ 
contempt would be sinful. I respect my 
ecclesiastical superior. That feeling is 
inborn in me and has developed into 
a sturdy habit by intercourse 
with the two great Archbishops 


whom for nearly a half century this diocese 
has known, No priest could have lived 
thirty-two years under a Kenrick and a Ryan 
without learning to respect the name and 
office ofan archbishop. I shall show my re- 
spectto Archbishop Kain's letter by reply- 
ing to it.

If lam correctly informed, and the Arch- 
bishop himselfis my Informant, Archbishop 
Kain entertained and put in practice some 
views on the school question that Rome con- 
sidered unsound, ana he was ordered to 
recede from them. I state this only to show 
where the Archbishop stood in regard tothe 
paper before he came here. When he 
was chosen by the priests of this diocese for 
coadjutor, a high dignitary in the church 
wrote me a letter, bearing date May 22, 938, in 
which I was told that the choice meant death 
to Watchman. I did not heed the warning 
a eit sure I could agree with any bishop.’, | 

r. Phelanthen reviews the course of his 
paper towards gr. Satolll and proceeds: 

**Ssome time ago the question of the subjec- 
tion of ecclesiastics to the civil laws and 
their amenability to the courts, cameup and 
we contended for the affirmative of 
the proposition. This brought us 
into collision with the Apostolic Dvele- 
gate. any articles were written and let 
ters passed, Dut a final statement from the 
law officer of the delegation was received by 
me on the 5tn inst. Mgr. Svarett! writes: 
It is well enough to know that by canon law 
allecclesiasticsand by greater right bishops 
are personally anemr rom seeular courts, - 

cclesiastical causes, or in causes 


a concordat takes away their privilege. Thisis 
false teaching for this country. We have 
no concordat with the Holy See and bishops 
or otner ecclesiastics here havejno privilege 
before the law or in the courts; have 
no exemptions not enjoyed by other 
men, and must obey the labs or 
take the consequences of their infraction like 
the humblest layman. Mgr. Sotoll!l holds 
that ecclesiastics enjoy such exemption, but 
he has not given the subject any thought and 
has followed implicitly his auditor. 
Ihave no fault to find withthe priests who 
read the circular; it was their duty. But 1 
think it was uncalled for to make 
any confirmatory remarks; it was cow- 
ardiy to kick a man when he was 
down with the heel of a six- 
foot Archbishop on his neck. This article 
will be read by millions; and! say that two 
prieSts in thiscity distinguished themselves 
for their malignity; Fr. Foley, the assistant 
at St. Kevin’s, and the Provincial of Fran- 
ciscans. 

As to my resistance to Archbishop Kain’s 
assumption of authority I will state that I do 
not puDlish the Watchman, but I own 
it and have paid for every type that 
prints it. No man but myself and my 
deceased brotherever puta dollar in it. I 
own this paper. Nowlet me say to Arch- 
bishop Kain: No man owns me. He comes 
from au ex-slave State, and he knows what 
that means. No man owns me.

Miss Fin berg Says That They Were Mar-

1 Was Ever Ferformed— A Queer Case. 


What is said to de a mysterious disappear- 
ance and elopement developed to-day 
in a warrant which was issued 
by Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Estep, charging Isaac Tuchler, a salesman 
who was in the employ of Kemp & Co., 
clothiers, at the northeast corner of Broad- 
wayand Morgan, with petit larceny.

This morning, previous to the issuance of 
the warrant, Mrs. Tuchler, wife of the al- 
leged missing salesman, called at the cloth- 
ingshop and brought with her a pair of 
trousers which it is sald she returned to 
Kemp & Co., as property her 
husband had stolen a short 
while previous. Mrs. Tuchler ascertained on 
this occasion that her husband was notat 
work, nor was he at home, so she concluded 
that a conversation he had held with her on 
Tuesday night had come true. 

TUCHLER’S CONFESSION. 

Tuesday night Mrs. Tuckerclaimsthat her 
husband while at home informed her that he 
was the cause of a young girl who lives in 
the neighborhood of Ninth and O’Fallon 
streets beingin a delicate condition. She 
was not only surprised to hear this startling 
information, but her amazement 
‘vas simply paralyzing when Tuchler asked 
her to giveher consentto his marrying the 
girlhe had wronged,saying he would be saved 
from much trouble, and that his life would 
probabiy be saved from the hands of 
the irate „father of the girl, Mrs. 


Tuchler claims that she not only refused to 
give her consent to this, but had denounced 
her husband for making this alleged propo- 
sition.

Tuchler 
was found by Mr. Pareiro at Broadway 
and Morgan street at o’clock 
this afternoon. Pareiro turned him 
over to Officer Sullivan, who locked him up 
atthe Third District Station. Mrs. Finkey 
went to see him there and he sent 
her out to get bond, She 
says she and Tuchler were married Monday 
night. This Tuchler neither affirms nor 
denies, but declares that he was 
never married to the woman he was 
living with as his wife. She states they 
were married at South Bend, Ind., five years 
ago when she Was 16 years old. She says she 
may prosecute him for bigamy.

On Nov, 23, 1891, a forged Graft for $12,500 
was presented at the Figst National Bank in 
this city by Lewis Forest, representing him- 
selfabout to buy a farm, and he obtained 
$5,000, > 

Stonewall J. De France, under arrest at 
Detroit in the fall of 1893, answered to 
Forest’s description, and he was brought 
here charged with bélng Forest and having 
committed the crime. Bank officers and 
others who were brought into contact with 
Forest identified De France as the man,

They claimed that De 
France attended church im Detroit at the 
same hour that Forest attended church, 
They introduced contracts made between 
De France and certain Galvins on Nov. 24, 
1891, at the same time that Forest was secur- 
ing his $5,000 in this city. 

The prosecution proved by a Detroit lawyer 
that he was hired by De France to make these 
contracts and executed them in January, 
1894, while De France was in Kalamazoo Jalil. 
De France is accused of similar crimes in 
inneapolis and elsewhere and officerr have 
been waiting to rearrest him in case of his 
acqulttal.

The strife between the Sugar and Whisky 
trusts, however, which resulted tn the sus- 
piciously liberal concessions to both monop- 
olies has exposed the insincerity of the pre- 
tense of these protectionist Democrats. The 
bill reported, as a result of all this jugglery. 
is a surplus measure, but every one believes 
the Democratic majority cannot afford to 
pass it in its present form. There is a 
widespread conviction that the trusts will 
suffer in the open Senate, orthe income tax 
will have to be sacrificed. Itwas within 
Senator McPherson’s power in the committee 
to have hadthe income tax stricken from 
the bill, and it is not a secret that many Sen- 
ators who have been pretending totheir con- 
stituents that they were in favor of a tax on 
accumulated wealth, beseigedthe Senator 
from New Jersey to vote with the Republic- 
ans, thereby saving these hypocritical Sen- 
ators from embarrassment in the Senate. 
Senator McPherson, while opposed to the in- 
come tax, refused to accept the respons!i- 
bility, and a score or more of Senators are 
now much agitated as to what their course 
will be in the Senate. 

It is no secret that all of the conservative 
Senators, with the posgible exception of the 
Senators from Louisiana, are opposed to the 
income tax for political reasons. With the 
exception, possibly, of Senator Hill, every 
one of these conservatives has received a 
concession in favor of some local industries, 
with the result that the bill as reported pro- 
vides for more revenue than is required. It 
will be seen that the situation in the Senate 
is very complicated and that, moreover, the 
bill in its present form is not likely to recetve 
the indorsement of the majority. It is as- 
serted that the measure will command the 
united support of the Democratic side, but 
those who are familiar with the exact status 
of affairs believe that further modifications 
m several important schedules will have to 
be made before a vote is reached. 

Now that the bill nas been reported, some 
interesting stories arò told of what happened 


“gt the hearings before the Democratic sub- 
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Committee, when certain members of the 
conservative clique appeared and made their 
‘@emaads. It is stated on the authority of 
‘the Democratic members of the committee 
that Senator Hill was the most persistent 
advocate for meterial changes, and that he 

less in the way of concessions than 


0 other conservative, Senator Hill is 
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much wrought up over the seant recognition 
ee ed him by the Democratic members of 
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committee, and has made no effort to 
his disgust over the committee's 
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marked by several spicy retorts. Senator 
Hill declared that it was an easy task for the 
Westernand Southern Senatorsto framea 
tariff bill, as their sections would not ex- 
perience the serious effects of cuts that 
could be felt by the industries of the East. 
He said, moreover. that while theories 
might be acceptable in the farming sections 
of the country they would not apply in the 
manufacturing centers. Senator Hill spoke 
particularly for the silk, gloves, 
carpets, pottery, and glassware 
schedules, but inno casewas any change 
made at his suggettion. He retired from the 
committee-room in deep disgust, and has 
stated that he will carry his fight into the 
open. Senate. It is said that the second in- 
crease in the protection on collars and cuffs 
was intended asa direct slap at his colleague, 
Senator Murphy. It is well known that Sen- 
ator Murphy did net expect the second ad- 
vance of 10 percent. Thecutinthe duty on 
linens and cottons, with a tax of 45 per cent, 
would give the collar manufacturers almost 
as much protection as they had under the 
McKinley law. 

This incident serves to illustrate fairly the 
character of the influences that have guided 
the committee in making many of the impor- 
tant changes In the bill. 

Now Senator Hill is on the war- path, and 
the Democratic members of the committee 
are somewhat apprehensive that the fight he 
will make will result in 
complicatious. The New York Senator, in 
vulgar parlance, was ‘‘turned down,’’ and 
now intends to have revenge. 

WHISKY AND SUGAR TRUSTS. 
The situation in the Senate as the result of 


some interesting developments. Both the 
Whisky andthe Sugar Trusts realize that 
the tariff bill, in order that it may be brought 
to a revenue basis, will have to be materially 
cut. It is believed that the income tax will 
be passed, and inthat event the struggle be- 
tween the two trusts will become even more 
bitter than it was before the Finance Com- 
mittee. The Democratic members agree that 
the surplus cannot be justified, and the cut 
of necessity will have to be made on the 
sugar or whisky schedules. 

As indicated in the telegram to the PostT- 
DISPATCH yesterday, the Sugar Trust is piay- 
ing a very carefully arranged scheme, both 
here and in New York. It was stated in 
these dispatches that the trust would use its 
influence to preventa risein the Sugar cer- 
tificates on the New York Exchange. 
Strange enough, this was clearly verified by 
the decline in the quotations. Mr. Searles, 
who is the chief representative of the trust 
in the city, has been besieged all day with 
telegrams of inquiry from speculators in New 
York. 

Any big advance in sagar will in all proba- 
bility insure an absolute repudiation of the 


of its representatives that free sugar would 
involve the complete destruction of the re- 
fineries in this country, an advance in sugar 
now would prove u SUITIVal oe UN tue part 
ofthe trust. Itis understood here that the 
trust plan is to so manipulate the market 
that when the sugar schedule is reached in 
conference the opponents.of the sugar tax 
will be unable to advance the argument that 
the tax is wholly for the benefit of the trust. 
Carefully laid as this plan appears to be, it 
will not deceive those who advocated the 
placing of sugar on the free list. For the 
present, however, the trust representatives 
are more interested in the probable fight on 
the sugar schedule in the Senate. 

A CLASH OF INTERESTS. 

The Whisky Trust men are apparently in 
the fight to stay, and a clash between the 
representatives of the two monopolies in the 
Senate is expected. The whisky men are op- 
posed to an extension of the bonded period, 
which is in the interest of the whisky dis- 
tilleriesjof Kentucky, Pennsylvania and Mary- 
land, but they were unable to defeat the in- 
fluence brought to bear by the Senators from 
the three States. The friends of the trust 
were successful in preventing an extension 
of the bonded period beyond five years in the 
House, but when the bill got tothe Senate 
they discovered that they could not hold this 
advantage. There is no longer any doubt 
that the trust will be able to raise a sufficient 
amount of capital to withdraw its surplus 
stock from bond and thus realize the profits 
from the 20-cent increase in the tax. Itisa 
matter of gossip here that a syndicate of 
Western capitalists, headed by Neison Marsh 
of Chicago, is prepared to furnish the neces- 
sary capital. 

The Democratic majority in the Senate is 
s0 small that it is not believed the leaders 
will attempt to force a vote on the measure 
in its present form. The bill was reported 
not because it had been so shaped as to meet 
the widely divergent views ot the Democratic 
majority, but to prevent any further contro- 
versy before the committee itself. The Dem- 
oeratic members declare that all changes 
that are made in the future will have to be 
proposed and fought out in the open Senate, 
and that individnal Senators instead of the 
committee must assume the responsibility.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 22.—Con- 
spicuous attention of late has been given to 
the Pacific railway question, owing to the 
numerous means suggested for the collection 
of the vast debt due the Government from 
the various Pacific roads. Concerning the 
subject, Representative Reilly of Pennsylva- 
nia, Chairman of the House Committee on 
Pacific Railroads, said to-day: 

**I regard this as one of the more import- 
ant questions before Congress, not excepting 
the tariff and finance. But the very Import- 
ance of the question demands that it should 
be treated with deliberation. The amount 
involved is about $135,000,000, andthe proper 
protection of the Government and the collec- 
tion ofsucha sum require the most deliber- 
ate and careful action on the 
part of Congress. The construction 
of these roads is undoubtedly one 
of the great achievements of the age, but 
with all its complicating environments by 
way of legislation and judicial decisions it 
comes down to usasone of the war meas- 
ures, the original legislation having been 
enacted during the exciting days of the war 
ofthe rebellion; and now that we are con- 
fronted withthe solution of this great prob- 
lem, owing to the rapid approach of the ma- 
turity of this enormous debt and the neces- 
sity for some legislation, the importance of 
the subject is at once apparent. But at the 
outset we are confronted with all these com- 
plications of laws and decisions covering a 
period of years, and quite as complex and of 
as great magnitude as any question with 
which Congress has had to deal during re- 
cent years. 

We have arrived at a stage inthe history 
of this transaction when legislation of some 
character is absolutely necessary, and 
previous legislation on the subject has been 
deferred, awaiting the approach of the ma- 
turity of this debt, when the situation and its 
necessities could be better understood and 
more wisely considered. The first install- 
ment of the bonds issued by the Government 
in ald of the construction of these roads falls 


Aue in January, 1895, and must be provided 


for during the next fiscal year. As the Secre- 


tary of the Treasury calls the attention of 
Congress to it in his recent annual report, 
the whole debt will be maturing from that 
date during the next four years. The first 
installment of bonds amounts to $2,362,000. 
They are absolutely payable on the date of 
their maturity, and hence the necessity for 
legislation in this respect. 
he Committee on Pacific Railroads, made 
up of some of the strongest men in the 
House, are giving the subject their most 
earnest consideration and feel it their duty 
to frame and report some satisfactory legis- 
lation. Several bills bearing on the subject 
are before the committee. In considering 
these and all other measures our only pur- 
pose is to protect the interest of e Govern- 
ment, andtothat end the subject will be 
pressed to final action at the earliest poss!l- 
bie day. But the magnitude and importance 
of the eubject necessarily require and de- 
mand the most careful and deliberate re- 
and consideration. The com 
have hearings 
interested and 
to exercise their most earnest efforts to ar- 
rive at a just solution ofthis great problem. 
What conclusion the committee may arrive 
at or the character of the legislation they 
may determine to report, it is yet too early 
to predict. One thing is certain, however, 
that the committee fully appreciates the 
gravity of the responsibility imposed upon it 
and intends to meet it fully, with an eye to 
securing the best possible protection of the 
Government’s interests. 
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FRODUCTION OF GOLD. 


An Increase of $11,000,000 Estimated 
for Last Year. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 23.—A produc 
tion of gold throughout the world of 5150, 
000,000 for the calendar year 1894, is the latest 
estimate ofthe Bureau of the Mint and the 
figures which have recently been received 
verify the estimate made early in the 


year. The gold production of 1892, as revised 
inthe last reportof the Mint Bureau, was 
$188,861,000. Ihe increase of $11,000,000 will be 
mainly furnished by the United States, South 
Africa and Russia. 

The figures forthe United States, although 
not yet quite complete, indicate an increase 
of $4,000,000 over those for 1892; the increase 
in South Africa will be about $6,000,000; in 
Russia about half a million, and in Australia 
also about half a million. There will be 
small gains in other countries, including 
China and Japan, but they may de offset by 
small losses elsewhere. 

Ihe returns from Russia and Australia are 
not yet complete and may show an even 
larger increase than has been estimated by 
Mint Director Preston. The reports which 
are constantly reaching the Treasury Le- 
partment indicate that the production of 
gold is being pushed to its maximum and 
that improved processes of extracting the 
metal will be used totheir utmost limit to 
increase the output for 1894. 

Gold to the value of $60,000 was deposited 
within a day ortwoat the Denver mint and, 
like deposits are likely to come at frequent 
intervals Guring the remainder of the year.

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There is nothing so wretched in the ' 
death tragedy as in the life tragedy. The 
stroke of death is kind in comparison with 
the blast that wrecks life and ruins repu- 
tation. The loss of character, esteem and 
all that makes life worth living isa far 
profounder loss than that of life. The 
world has witnessed the climax of a moral 
tragedy in the little court-room at Wash- 
ington of the most shocking kind. The 
episode of a woman’s confession of shame 
and the fall of a man from the highest 
honor to the lowest contempt is the sad- 
dest in human experience. 

But half the instructive significance of 
this miserable catastrophe will be lost if 
the publicity of the shameful story is re- 
garded as the whole tragedy. That is 
merely the climax, the drawing aside of 
the cloak which reveals the ghastly actu- 
ality. Thecanon of all tragedy demands 
that there be a chain of» circumstances 
which shall inevitably lead to the catas- 
trophe. In moral tragedy the victim is 
himself the author of his misfortunes and 
weaves the chain of dishonorable circum- 
stances which brings Nemesis. 

The wretchedness of a moral horror like 
that of the Breckinridge-Pollard case flows 
from the dishonesty, the deceit, the 
treachery, the intricate and innumerable 
convolutions of hypocrisy which it in- 
volves. The essential vice of intrigue is 
the sacrifice of character, the murder of 
honorand honesty. The greatest of dra- 
matic poets summed up the law against 
the villainy of intrigue when he wrote: 

The gods are just and ef our pleasant vices

SENATORS BY POPULAR ELECTION. 

The presence of a man like Calvin Brice 
in the United States Senate emphasizes the 
necessity forthe election of members of 
that body by the people. Under a system of 
popular elections with the Senator respon- 
sible directly to the people of his State, 
instead of its government, it is safe to say 
that Brice would never have disgraced by. 
his presence the body honored by Webster, 
Clay, Benton and Calhoun. 

To secure an election from a Legislature 
it is necessary first to get control of the 
State machine, which can usually be ac- 
complished by „liberal and valuable serv- 
ices’’ to the party in a campaign. After 
that it is a matter of only afew venal 
members, enough of whom are to be found 
on all occasions to sell their honor and 
turn the scale“in favor of the man with the 
most money. In States where private busi- 
ness has been the special care of the State 
Government for any length of time it is 
the rule to award the Senatorship to the 
highest bidder. In Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
California, Nevada, Rhode Island and 
several others the overshadowing power 
of great wealth is manifested in nearly 
every contest for a seat in the Senate. 
And so infectious is the evil that in States 
where money is not yet all powerful there 
is a growing feeling that only men of 
wealth can ‘‘afford’’ the honor. 

Brice is the product of this condition 
and we have no right to complain if the 
man carries out his propose in going into 
politics, which is to get as much of the 
people's money as he he can under the 
sanction of laws which he helps to make, 
Indignation directed at the man is a waste 
of energy. He acts as he must, undera 
sort of compulsion of his own nature. The 
blame lies with the people who suffer such 
a nature to get the start of the community 
and use the license he has to plunder the 
commonwealth. As long as the present 
method of choosing Senators continues 
just solong will there be Brices in the 
Senate. When we make it impossible for 
any man to purchase a Senatorship we 
shall procure men for the position who 
have something othe? than money to 
recommend them. !

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THE AMENDED WM’KINLEY LAW. 


The Senate Finance Committee has 
submitted the new tariff measure, 
which should be called not the Wilson, but 
the amended McKinley bill. Duties are 
considerably reduced from the McKinley 
standard, but it is a high protection bill 
and the duties on the principal raw mate- 
rials are retained with some reductions. 
The one feature of worth is the income 
tax. It is the Democratic leaven which 
may lead to a really Democratic measure in 
the future. 

When the bill comes up for debate how- 
ever this provision will be the principal if 
not the only object of attack. Inthe cus- 
toms schedules the McKinley Democrats 
got about all they wanted from the com- 
mittee and will probably allow the duties 
to gothrough without much more increase. 
But there will be a desperate fight to elim- 
inate the income tax, the issue of which 
is very doubtful. 

The question of most interest now is 
whether or not the Conference Committee 
will accept the amended bill and recom- 
mend it to the House. In conference 
the usual practice is to defer to the 
wishes of the Senate members and 
swallow any changes which may have 
been made by the wise upper house. 
But in this case the changes are so radical, 
so opposed to the principle upon which the 
bill was framed, so contrary to the demand 
of the platform and the popular will that 
the House members may withstand the re- 
tained Senators and hold out for a Demo- 
cratic law. In view of the long delay, 
however, it may be deemed a better policy 
from a party point of view to acquiesce in 
McKinleyism and hurry the bill to the 
President. 

Ifthe House yields to the Senate in 
this matter, the elections in No- 
vember can hardly result otherwise 
than in Democratic defeat, and the only 
question will be whether the Republicans 
will havea majority in the next House or 
the Populists the balance of power, ready 
to co-operate with that one of the two 
other parties which will do most in the 
way of reform.

The story of the company 
that the package was good when it 
reached Gurney’s hands, but that he had 
broken it. and then resealed it, using his 
thumb to make one of the seals. Its expert 
said that this thumb impression was identi- 
cai with Gurney's thumb. Beyond this cir- 
cumstance there was little evidence to hold 
Gurney. 

He was, however, indicted and brought to 
trial. Experts went from New York and 
testified that a thumb print on the broken 
seal of the envelope was identical 
with the thumb print of Mr. Gurney. 
This is the first time that the 
thumb print has been presented in evidence 
in a trial m America, but the jury was not 
influenced by it. Mr. Gurney showed 
that he received the package in the 
presence of other clerks and opened it 
in their presence. The money was apper-

They Lose Money on a Job at J. C. Fink’s 
Office. 


Burglars early this morning operated upon 
the safe of the J. C. Fink Mineral Milling Co. 
at 101 Barton street, and lost 
money by the transaction. They were in 
hard luck, for, besides wasting a large 
amount of gunpowderona safe which was 
not locked, they failed to secure any cash 
and valuables and departed leaving some of 
their tools behind. 

Two men are supposed to have been en- 
gaged in the attempt. They effected 
an entrance to the office of the com- 
pany by forcing one of the win- 
Gows facing on tue Iron Mountain 
4 tracks where the latter cross Barton street. 
In the office was an iron safe of ancient pat- 
tern, some forty years old, which locks 
with a key. For fifteen years this 
lock has been out of orderand has been fas- 
tened merely by turning the latch knob. Last 
Night the Intruders could have entered the 
safe by merely turning the Knob, but Instea:l 
ofthis they carefully bored a hole under the 
knob, filled the aperture with some ex- 
Plosive, presumably gunpowder, attached 
A fuse and biew the door off. 

Some idea of the force of the explosion may 
be gained from the fact that the heavy tron 
door was blown from its hinges 
and parted in two pieces the front 
plate being divided from the portion contain- 
ing the workings of the lock and the fire- 
prooflining. The contents of the safe on- 
sisting merely of books and papers of value 
only tothe firm were scattered all over the 
office. 

The inside the safe was 
opened with a chisel, but contained 
no valuables. A few bills receivable 
insurance papersand a duplicate safe de- 

osit key and list of deposits were taken. 

‘one of these can be used. 

Yesterday the firm had $30,000 worth of se- 
curities In the office, and these are su pposed 
to ve what the robbers were after. They 
were, however, safely locked up in their 
safe deposit box before nightfall. 

In leaving, the burglars left behind some of 
their tools. The night watchma, John 
Kercher. heard the explsolon and started to 
investigate, but before he reached the office 
the marauders had gone.

CONDEMNED MAN TO BE TRIED 


438 TO HIS SANITY. 


_ Phe Hetring to Begin This Afternoon— 
This Means a Suspension of the 
Execution Pending a Verd'ct—Should 
Prendergast Be Proven Insane He wi 
Not Be Executed—Efforts of His At- 
torneys Before Acting Governor Gill. 


CH1caGco, March 22.—Assassin Eugene Pat- 
ifick Prendergast, the murderer of Mayor 
Harrison on Oct. 28, last, may never be exe- 
cuted for his wanton erime. At any rate, his 
hanging, set for to-morrow, will doubtless 
be postponed. On motionof his attorneys, 
as a last resort, he will be allowed a hearing 
astohissanity. If proven insane, the exe- 
cution will be postponed indefinitely. 


OCntcaGo, III., March 22.—The Federal 
Judges to-day denied their aid to Prender- 
gast, the assassin of Mayor Harrison, sen- 
tenced to be hanged to-morrow, leaving the 
only chance of escape for the condemned 
man in the hands of Acting-Gov. Gill. 
When the United States Court of Appeals 
opened a Woods and Baker 
were on the nch. They announced that 
the petition of Prendergast’s attorneys for a 
writ of habeas corpus was refused, The 

reason given was that the application dis- 
closed only the same grounds for relief that 
had been presented to the Illinois Supreme 
Court. 

Prendergast’s attorneys late last night 
Saw the United States Judges and 
laid the matter beforethem. Their principal 
point was that the State Coug§ refused Pren- 
dergast permission to app as his own at- 
torney. 

An exception to the deci 
Court was taken by t defendant’s at- 
torneys, whereby they rve the right to 
take an appeal to the United States Supreme 
Court, but unless a reprieve is received from 
the Executive of the State this will be un- 
availing. 

The decision of the United States Circuit 
Court was read by Judge Jenkins. It repre- 
sented, however, the opinions of Judges 
Woods, Seaman and Bunn as well. Judge 
Baker did not participate in the decision, as 
he was not present when the argument was 
made by Attorney Gregory last night. Judge 
Jenkins spoke quietiy and deliberately, say- 
ing: 

»The defendant alleges that in his convic- 
tion of murder by the State court there were 
certain errors. First, that therightto ap- 
pear and testify in his own behalf was de- 
nied; second, that a Judge of the Criminal 
Court was allowed to testify to the appear- 
ance and bearing of this defendant be- 
fore him, touching his mental condl- 
tion at that time; third, that the 

wiarors trying his case ware separate con- 

trary tothe order OF the Court; fourth, That 
the Court in his charge tothe jury withdrew 
from their consideration the question as to 

whether the petitioner had killed the n 

as alleged in the indictment,stating t 

was conceded dy the defense and charging 

them only to consider the question of his 
sanity. 

We are ofthe opinion,’’ continued Jud sq 
Jenkins, glancing at the paper containing 
the argument of Attorney Gregory, to which 
he had been referring, ‘‘that the petition for 
the writ of habeas corpus must show that 
the court was without jurisdiction of the 
person and the subject-matter in the case or 
that the court being competent to render a 


decision, was in excess ot his jurisdiction. 

This cannot be a writ of error. ‘Tne objec- 
tions, however, availing they might bein a 
writ of error, do not concern the question of 
such jurisdiction, and are not availing here 
upon ay iplication fora writ of error. The 
application for a writ of habeas corpus is 
therefore overruled.’ 

To the surprise of the community at large 
a new loop-hole was discovered by Prender- 
gast’s attorneys and an attempt to utilize it 
was made immediately after the decision cf 
the Federal courts was announced. The at- 
torneys decided to raise the ques- 
tion of Prendergast’s sanity under a 
apecial statute Of the State. Attorney 
. 8. Grego prodbeded immediately to 
make a last effortto at least postpone the 
execution until the mental condition of the 
condemned — could de passed upon by a 
jury ot his peer 

Judge Baker of the State Oircuit Court, to 
whom application was made, consented to 
hear a trial of Prendergast for insanity, to 
begin this afternoon.

Mrs. Rudolph Foell’s Story of Her Ex- 
perience With Money Lender Peters.

BROCKWAY GUILTY OF GREAT CRUELTY 


Report of the Committee Investigating 
the Elmira KRef-rmatory. 


ALBANY, N. Y., March 22.—Z. R. Brockway, 
General Superintendent of the Elmira Re- 
formatory, stands convicted by the report of 
the State Board of Charities of cruel, brutal, 
excessive, degrading and unusual punish- 
ment ot inmates. The investigation has 
been long and tedious, and the political in- 
fluence of Brockway, which is very potent, 


has been exerted to effect his exoneration of 
the charges brought against him. The re- 
port of the board is now in possession of the 
State Legislature. Nearly every charge, with 
the exception ofthe one alleging that per- 
manent injuries resulted to inmates from 
the punishments received in the institution, 
is sustained by the report. The immediate 
removal of the Board of Managers of the 
institution is strongly recommended. The 
board abstains from making any recom- 
mendation as regards the removal of Supt. 
Brockway, Inasmuch as he is an appointee of 
the Board of Managers. 

The report says that many convicts are 
punished by solitary confinement for long 
periods of time on sbort allowance, where 
they are frequently manacied by the hand to 
a sliding ring on a bar onthe wall or to a 
ring in the noor both dy day ang night, so 
that they cannot stand upright, or mana-— 
cled dy the Sands during the day for at 
least eleven hours at atimeto the iron gate 
of such cellina standing position, with his 
hands atthe height of the head; that said 
cells are sometimes made totally dark; that 
such penishment is extremely severe to the 
health. 

That the form of corporal punishment 
known as spanking or paddling adopted by 
the General Superintehdent and tacitly 
recognized by the managers, isa very severe 
and cruel punishment, capable of doing 
serious injury, physically and morally, to 
the convict punished thereby, and which, if 
used at all, should never be applied except 
inextreme cases. The testimony shows that 
itisinflicted by such General Superiptend- 
ent for the slightest cause. 

That ‘‘spanking’’ or ‘‘*paddling,’’ as ap- 
plied by the General Superintendent under 
the fanciful title of physlcal treatment, 
is frequently inflicted by him in a very brutal 
and inhuman manner. 

That during the spanking the patient is re- 
quired to stand wit his fingers on the sill of 
the window above him and keep his head 
turned tothe right away from the padaler, 
and that if for asking mercy, or from the 
anguish of the spanking, or any other gause, 
he turns his head, he is immediately struck 
a blow over the head or directly on the face 
by the General Superintendent, who is in- 
variably the paddler, with the heavy paddle, 
frequently causing what is called a black 
eye, or cutting the skin of the face or head 
so as to cause bruises, and at times causing 
the blood to fow from the convict’s nose so 
as to daub the wall in front of him and the 
marble floor on which he stands, 

That another method of discipline or cor- 
poral punishment consists in biows with the 
open hand or closed fist give: with more or 
less severity by the General Superintendent 
upon the head or face or body of the convict 
brought before him in the bath-room for ad- 
monition or punishment. These biows are 
characterized by him ‘‘physical contact,’’ 

The committee then draws from these facts 
the following conclusions, among others: 

That the Charges and the. allegations 
against the General Superintendent, Z. k. 
Brockway of cruel, brutal, excessive, de- 
grading and unusual punishment of the in- 
mates’’ “are proven and most amply sus- 
tained by the evidence, and that he is guilty 
of the same, 

That the General Superintendent in pun- 
ishing convicts by blows across the face by 
the paddle, not because of any offense com- 
mitted by them, but because they happen to 
turn their heads, often for the 2215 of 
pleading for mercy, is guilty of needless 
cruelty and gross inhumanity. 

‘That the General Superintendent permitted 
and encouraged officers and Keepers to strike, 
kick, beat and otherwise practice brutality 
upon the inmates when in bis presence in 
the bathroom, and that therefore said offi- 
cers and keepers were encouraged to exer- 
cise brutality upon the inmates elsewhere 
and when notin his presence.

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NEW JERSEY SENATORIAL FIGHT. 


The Deadlock Broken by the Suprem 
Cour!—Republican Victory. 


TRENTON, N. J., March 22.—Chief Justice 
Beasley handed down a decision in the Sena- 
tarial deadlock case which breaks the dead- 
lock and gives a decisive victory to the Re- 
publicans. The decision declares that the 
contention of the Republicans that the court 
has no jurisdiction in the case is not good, 
and then proceeds to uphold Senator Rogers, 


the Republican leader, in his claim that he is 
President, since he was elected by a majority 
of those legally entitied to take part in the 
organization, 

As to the claim of the Democrats that the 
new Senators had no right to take part in 
the organization of the Senate, the opinivn 
says 

Organization involves the composition of 
the body organized, and consequentiy it in- 
volves the right of the counties to partici. 
pate in the decision of the all-important 
question which of-them, snall be represented 
in the body and which of them shall ve un- 
represented. it seems to me that the man- 
date of the Constitution that the Senate shall 
be composed of one Senator from each county 
cannot be reasonably enforced except by the 
adoption of the hypothesis that each Senator 
shall have a voice in all the proceedings that 
result in the composition of the body itself. 
When, therefore, onthe occasion that gave 
rise to the present controversy it was assert- 
ed that one-third of All the counties of the 
State should be excluded from al! participa- 
tion in a transaction so vital tothelr rights, 
and affecting so intimately the interests of 
the entire Commonwealth, a doctrine was 
asserted that must be considered as devoid orf 
all reasonable foundation.“ 

The decision is accepted gracefully by the 
Democrats. Senator Adrian, the President 
of the Democratic Senate, will join with the 
Republicans. Gov. Werts has already issued 
commissions to Treasurer-elect George B. 
Swain and Comptrolier-elect N. S. Hancock.
